Manila, May 24'— [Special]—Majors 


Guison and Mapua, two members of the 
Filipino general staff, stole through the 
American lines, and surrendered this 
morning. 


A raft which was being used to trans- 


port the Twelfth Infantry across the 
Pasig river today ,was overloaded and 
sank. Five soldiers *vere drowned. 


The transport Newport with five hun- 


dred officers and men and two light bat- 


missio»er shrugged 'his shoulders, and 
as the glowing prophecies of the future 
were outlined to them by one of the 
members of the commission it is said 
the Filipinos replied that they had 
asked • for independence and liberty 
with dignity, under the -protection of 
tlie Unites States, but were offered in 
return nothing but the indefinite assur- 
ances of an individual that the natives 
ought *o hol'd official positions. They 
saifl they would not accept a single 
condition proposed, -and that 
they 


would return to Aguinaldo. 


The American military men consider 


the situation as most hopeful. They 
predict, however, that Luna will re- 
main obdurate, and that further flght- 
ing is inevitable regardless of the. re* 
suit of the conferences: 
The military 


men also claim that further confer- 
ences are likely to inspire the insur- 
gents to make greater demands. ' 


The commissioners expect to return 


to Aguinaldo Thursday and report the 
result of their conferences- with the 
American authorities.

Rebels Too Many tor Them. 


Manila, May 24. — Major Bell, with 


two companies of the Fourth cavalry, 
has been reconnoitering In the direc- 
tion of Santa Arlta. He found a hun- 
dred Filipinos there, and was driving 
them away, when large re-enforce- 
ments 61 rebels arrived and he 
obliged to withdraw with.1 four 
wounded.

TO PROVIDE REGISTERS. 


Parents Or Guardians Must Furnish the 


Information Under Oath—Inspector 
Can Call For a Physician's Certifi- 
cate As to the Minor's Physical 
Ability to Perform His Work. 
The state factory inspector is' now 


sending out circulars to manufacturers 
in accordance with the law passed Apri 
27, and known ai "An act to regulate 
the employment of. minors in the state 
of Wisconsin." The purpose of the new 
law is to abolish the custom of employ 
ing minors of a tender age. The blanks 
just received are for the purpose o: 
keeping a register of the minors em 
ployed, the age and place of residence 


Section 1 provides that HO child under 


14 years of age shall be employed at any 
time in any factory or work shop or 
about any mine nor in any niercantil 
establishment or at other employment 
except during vacation of public schools 
-of the locality in which the child resides 


Must Keep Register 


Section 2 provides that every person 


or corporation employing minors shal 
keep a register in which shall here 
corded the name, age, date of birth, anc 
place of residence of every child em- 
ployed under the age of sixteen years 
It further provides thai no such minor 
shall be employed except there is firs 


'provided and placed on file with sucl 


employer an affidavit made by the par 
ent or guardian, and sworn to before t 


- notary public, setting forth the name 
date and place of birth and name, plac 
and time such child has attended schoo" 
Such register and affidavits shall b 
shown to the factory inspectors at anj 
time upon demand. 


Provisions are also . made in the lav 


that the inspector may visit all factories 
when he desires and provides for the 
prosecution of all offenders.

empowers such inspectors to cause to 
be furnished a certificate from a physi- 
cian that a child is able to perform such

of labor factory inspectors or county 
judges to grant permits for a child over 
twelve years of age to enter employment 
which the law prohibits, provided it is 
necessary for such child to do .such la- 
bor for the support of its family or it- 
self under such limitations as seem ad- 
visable. 
-Section. 8 defines, manufacturing es-

ishment for refusal or hindrance of in 
specters in their duties. 


Section 10 provides that parents who 


violate the law shall be fined not more 
than $25 nor less than $5.

LIGHT CROP OF WHEAT, 


Smallest Since 1881 Expected ny Board 


of Trade Men. 


Chicago, May 24.—Reports received 


by board of trade merchants from Il- 
linois, Indiana and Ohio predict that 
owing to the damage to the winter 
wheat crop from the severe winter,the 
late spring, unfavorable weather gen- 
erally and the Hessian fly, the crop of 
winter wheat this year will be the 
lightest that has been raised in this 
country since 1881. 
Some opinions go 


so far as to state that-the crop will 
be almost an entire failure, while per- 
sons who have made a canvass of the 
states where . the damage has been 
greatest say the most the farmers can 
expect this year is to raise enough.for 
next year's seed. 


Not only has the winter wheat crop 


been seriously affected by the weather, 
but the abnormally late. spring has 
been . a menace, to crops throughout 
the country: 
In some localities where 


the last week'or two there has been 
a spell of unusually cool weather, ac- 
companied by frost, considerable dam- 
age has been done to fruit trees and 
to other grains. 
In general, however, 


the situation without regard to the 
winter, wheat crop is not bad, and aside 
from seeding and growth being re- 
tarded to a considerable extent it is 
not expected the' results will be un- 
favorable, provided the weather from 
no.w 
on. will be normal.
